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DOLLAR PLUNGES TO $5.28 IN LONDON 


With Score Of Governors 


AMERICAN GOLD 
PRICE IS GIVEN 
ANOTHER BOOST 


Dollar Hits New Low Mark In Relation to 


British Pound—Washington Administra- 
tion Advances Buying Figure for Newly 
Mined Metal to $33.56, Up 11 Cents. 


LONDON, Nov. 14—(INS) 


—The American dollar hit a 
new low mark since the early 
days of the World war today, 
being quoted in final trans- 
actions at $5.28*4 to the 
pound sterling. 


LONDON, Nov. 14— (/P) — The 
American dollar set a new low 
mark of $5.23% in relation to the 
British pound immediately 
after 


the close of banking hours today, 
8% cents lower than the 
official 


closing rate of yesterday. 
The dollar opened on the foreign 


exchange at $5.17)/4, then dropped 
to the first low of the day at 5.21%. 
Afterward it recovered temporarily 
and marked $5(50 1-8 at noon. 
Later, however, renewed 
offer- 
ings caused a further depreciation. 


The same influences we£e operat- 


ing as those which have been ap- 
parent recently, mainly the uncer- 
tainty of the American currency 
program, coupled with sales from 
New York and the continent and 
speculators' operations. 


Gold currencies improved slightly 
toward the close of the market, the 
pound and the Dutch guilder at 
French franc closing at 81.96 to the 
755%. 


U. S. Gold Price Advances. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14— (ff) — 
The dollar dropped to new low lev- 
els again today while the admin- 
istration, undeterred, advanced the 
price for RFC purchases of domes- 
tic gold to another new high.

Norman H. Davis reiterated to news- 
men today that the United States 
would not participate m any Euro- 
pean political discussions but was 
ready to talk disarmament with any 
nation.' 


The ambassador-at-large who had 
just returned from the Geneva dis- 
armament conference said the fu- 
ture of this meeting would depend 
upon the crystallization of public 
opinion and that the disarmament 
cause was not hopeless by any 
means. 


He said talk of war in Europe, fre- 
quently heard two or three months 
ago, 
had diminished considerably 


before he sailed and attributed the 
change to the reflection of public 
sentiment in European government. 


Davis expressed the views gained 
as chief of the American disarma- 
ment delegation to President Roose- 
velt at luncheon, after conferring at 
length with Undersecretary William 
Phillips of the state department and 
Pierpont Moffett, chief of the west- 
ern Europe division. 


Declines to Set Time Limits. 


Declining to set any time limits 


on the future of the Geneva confer- 
ence. Davis declared he could not 
forecast which nation might take 
the initiative in the present situa- 
tion. 


Asked about the statement of Ar- 
thur Henderson of Great Britain 
who has threatened to withdraw as 
president of the conference, Davis 
recalled that Henderson previously 
had said he would not be able to 
continue if the conference was not 
concluded .by Christmas.

IN WATO RIGHTS 


Says Columbus Project 


Asks More Water 


Than In River. 


A new complication relative to 


conflicting claims for water rights 
on the Platte and Loup rivers, that 
will probably mean further delay in 
securing final action on the pend- 
ing applications and perhaps pre- 
vent a start being made this fall on 
the Sutherland project, already ap- 
proved at Washington for a $7,500,- 
000 federal loan and grant, is raised 
by Governor Bryan in a telegram 
sent Tuesday to Chairman Prank L. 
McNinch of the federal power com- 
mission. 
The governor calls attenttion to 


the clause in the Nebraska constitu- 
tion giving irrigation the prefer- 
ence over power development for 
beneficial use of water taken from 
streams, and he suggests that this 
must be taken into consideration by 
the state when it issues permits for 
diversions. 
Says Other Projects Prejudiced. 
Speaking particularly of the Col- 


umbus project, which is for power 
purposes exclusively, Bryan declared 
in his telegram that the proposed 
development there would call for a 
greater diversion of water than the 
normal and 
regular 
flow of the 
stream and would thereby prejudice 
the plans for other projects on the 
North and Middle Loup branches, 
which include both irrigation and 
power. 
The Sutherland enterprise was not 


directly referred to in the governor's 
message to McNinch, but his prev- 
ious utterances regarding it and the 
conflicting Tri-county project have 
been interpreted to mean that he 
will not favor granting the former 
any rights that would stand in the 
way of the latter's carrying out its 
scheme also. Senator Norris, like- 
wise, insists that the two go togeth- 
er. 


Governor Bryan sketched his tele- 
gram to McNinch for the informa- 
tion of ^newspaper men as follows: 
Protest Irrigation Plans. 
"The state government will not 


approve any plan for the Columbus 
project that would leave the North 
and Middle Loup undertakings with 
no assurance of getting any water 
to build their works. 
"Columbus Interests are 
asking 


the right to take 3,500 second feet 
of water as a continuous flow, not- 
withstanding that the state irriga- 
tion bureau's survey shows that the 
Loup river has only 2,300 second 
feet available for 'firm power,'.or 
steady flow, according to the rec- 
ords of the past several years. 
"The use of all the water asked 
for to generate power at Columbus 
would interfere with irrigation de- 
velopment on the North Loup river.

CHICAGO, Nov. 14—(AP)—Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Wallace In a 
speech before the Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and Univer- 
sities here yesterday broke away 
from his prepared manuscnppt to 
lash city folk, particularly those of 
Chicago, for what he said was their 
attitude toward the national recov- 
ery program. 


He referred to an editorial in a 
Chicago newspaper and said if the 
people of Chicago cannot become 
possessed of a more statesmanlike 
knowledge of the national crisis 
"the consequences will be such that 
Chicago must surely become an ash 
heap.'7 


Hits Class Warfare. 
"I admit," he said, "that the 
processing tax is unpopular, but it 
Is justified if for no other reason 
than it brings us more promptly to 
realization of our predicament." 
He said it was "damnable to set 
class against class" as he read from 
the clipping a statement that city 
living costs were rising to meet the 
expense involved in putting into ef- 
fect the farm control program. 
"I have tried to make it clear to 
farmers, and to the western gov- 
ernors who sought price fixing and 
a rapid price increase," he said 
"that farm prices cannot rise as 
fast as we wanted because the in- 
come of purchasers juat isn't there 
to make it possible," 


Impossible Keep Balance. 
In the advancement of the NRA 
and the AAA programs he said thai 
during June and July the farmers 
had forged ahead, while m the suc- 
ceeding three months the advan- 
tagev had been gamed by industry. 
"It is impossible to keep an even 
balance between the two, he said, 
"yet both must move ahead if we 
are to bring about recovery. Higher 
prices of consumer goods, it must 
be realized, either bring increased 
payrolls or increased income to dis- 
tributors and In time they must be 
reflected 
in greater purchasing 
power for all." 
The secretary asked city workers 
to realize that the wage earner and 
the farmer have fared equally in re- 
cent years. Since the beginning of 
the recovery program, he said, the 
"gross income of farmers has no 
more than kept pace with wages."

Johnson Ends His Speak-

Speaking before more than 10,000 
persons and interrupted 
several 
times by applause, Johnson 
last 
night denied that NRA "has cen- 
sored the radio" and said the public 
Is not being misled "by the tom- 
tom beating of powerful 
people 
whose own purposes are crossed" by 
laws such as the NRA. 
Johnson said American Federa- 
tion of Labor figures show that 
4,000,000 men have returned to work 
since the recovery administration 
began operations.

stroying Germ. 


SHELTON, Conn. Nov. 14— (AP) 
—The promise of "a specific cure" 
for tuberculosis was held forth to- 
day by Dr. Stephen J. Maher. inter- 
national authority on tne disease, 
and was hailed by his colleagues as 
"epochmaking.'' 
Dr. Maher announced to a meet- 
ing of physicians, called by the 
Connecticut tuberculosis commission 
of which he is chairman, that he 
had developed a technique 
for 


breaking down the tuberculoss germ 
into a harmless cell. 


"This new field contains, in the 
opinion of some of us," ne said 
"the long sought and greatly need- 
ed specific cure for tuberculosis." 


Other* Verify Findings. 


Three physicians—Dr. Edward J 
Lynch of Shelton, Dr. Cole B. Gib- 
son of Meriden, and Dr. Hugh B. 
Campbell of Norwich—to whom he 
communicated his secret for veri- 
fication, reported that their experi- 
ments corroborated the findings. 


Albert E. Lavery. a state tuber- 
culosis commissioner, said of 
Dr. 
Maher's report: "It will mark an 
epoch in the study and treatment ol 
tuberculosis." 


Others of the 125 physicians pres- 
ent, those to whom the work was 
being disclosed for the first time 
called it "epoch making." and 
tremendous achievement." 


Opens Closed Field. 


Well into the second hour of the 
meeting, Dr Maher read his 10,- 
000 word paper, telling the story 
of his work m transmuting 
the 
acid-fast tubercle bacilli into the 
harmless, non-acid-fast 
cocci and 
diplococci. These produced an acid. 
ie explained which is harmless to 
"hemselves, but full of harm to the 
germs from which they are derived. 


By applying glycerine broth and 
itmus n^K to the cultures, he re- 
ported that he had "a 100 per cent 
success" in breaking down the hu- 
man, bovine and other tutjercle bac- 
Clll. 


"We propose in this paper," he 
aid, "merely to open the gates of a 
hitherto closed field for tuberculosis 
tudy and research, a field that can 
now be easily explored by every 
laboratory worker in the world."

Quezon Coming to Amer-

Quezon, dominant political figure in 
the Philippines, declared today that 
a majority of Filipinos neither ex- 
pected nor desired American mili- 
tary and naval protection after in- 
dependence. 


Quezon spoke at a luncheon given

"If the Philippines ever attain 


their freedom," Quezon said, "the 
Filipinos must make up their minds 
to assume full responsibility for 
their life as an independent nation." 


Quezon came to Tokyo during a 


few hours halt at Yokohama of the 
steamer President Hoover on which 
he is traveling to Washington to 
appeal to President Roosevelt and 
congress for a new independence 
act. 


Significantly implying his confi- 
dence in Japan's willingness to keep 
hands off the independent Philhp- 
pmes, Quezon continued: 
"Fortunately, there are no longer 
any governments—however power- 
ful—that will boldly assert their 
right to conquer simply because 
they have the power and the will."

ficit for the first five months of the 
year.

;he inability of the railroads to earn 
;heir fixed charges — chiefly bond iu- 
;erest. This threatened widespread 
lankruptcies and severe losses 
to 


>anks, insurance companies and the 
Tust funds which long have been 
heavy investors in rail stocks. 
In recent months, however, the 
carriers have been leaning less and 
ess on R. F. C. loans. As of Septem- 
>er 30, last, roads bad borrowed a 
total of $381,313,000 from the R P. 
. and paid about $50,000,000. In 
932, the carriers failed to earn 
ixed charges by $153.000,000. 
It has been through a combina- 
ion of increased freight business 
and rigid control over operating ex- 
penses that the roads have been 
able to improve their position.

Beatrice Paper Founder, 
Was Prominent Leader 


In Pasadena. 


Word has been received in Lin- 


coln of the recent death in Pasa- 
dena, CaL, of Theodore Coleman, 
who in an early day established, 
published and edited the Beatrice 
Express. He also acted as secretary 
to a United States senator from 
Nebi-ska, but left this state in 1879. 
since which time he had been a 
resident of California, first settling 
in the Santa Clara valley, where he 
published a newspaper, removing to- 
Pasadena in 1886. 
He became one of the best known 


and most popular men in the coast 
city, being part of the time engaged 
In the newspaper business and then 
handling real estate. He was also 
executive secretary of the board of 
trade, now the chamber of com- 
mrece, and when the Throop Poly- 
technic institute was established he 
was chosen for the post of secretary 
and business manager. This is now

assets. The stock bears a five per- 
cent dividend rate and is nonasses- 
sable. 
It is a voting stock, but the R. P. 
O. will take no part in the direc- 
tion of the bank's policy and will 
have no representative In the 
bank. 
While there is no provision for 
repurchase of the stock by the 
bank, it is presumed that it will 
eventually be brought back out of 
profits. In the meantime, profits 
of the bank stockholders will be re- 
duced by the amount paid as divi- 
dends on the preferred stock. 
The administration's 
new bank 
policy calls for about $1 of capital 
for each $10 deposits. The fust 
National, with 
$1,000,000 capital 
and $20,000,000 deposits, had a ra- 
tion of about 1 to 20. 
F. H. Davis, president 
of the 
bank, said "the board of directors 
is gratified that the -jovernment is 
investing in stock. This has been 
done with the full cooperation and 
approval of the comptroller of the 
currency and the federal reserve 
bank."

Drink Traffic.' 


EVANSTON, 111., Nov. 14—(/P)— 


The W. C. T. tr. announced today 
part of its plan for a drive on what 
is described as the "drink habit and 
the drink traffic." 
It includes, a statement from the 


organization said, "the mobilization 
of its entire national force in twen- 
ty-five regional conferences, to be

perance.' " 


Other Objectives. 


Other objectives were given as: 
"1—Showing the social economic 
and personal importance of total 
abstinence as opposed to modera- 
tion. 


"2—To expose the phrase 'true 


temperance.' as a brewers' term- a 
mere invitation to drink beer. 


"3—Resist the advertising cam- 
paign for beer and wine; 
oppose 


efforts of brewers to give away beer 
to children and other minors; to 
ask for complete prohibition of the 
liquor advertising by newspapers, 
magazines, radio, motion pictures or 
billboards. 


"4—Work to retain all state pro- 
hibition laws; work for prohibition 
from local units to the largest pol- 
itical division obtainable 


"5—Arrange a visual 
education 
program showing- the economic loss- 
es from liquor window displays and 
showing the drag on the 
familv 
purse from beer; keep the radio 
waves hot for total abstinence. Do 
not let the brewers into the home 
via the microphone without going 
right in behind him. 


"6—Establish state and local com- 
mittees of research or inquiry to get 
the truth about the effects" of the 
relegalized liquor industry: this in- 
cludes arrests for drunkeness. auto- 
mobile accidents caused by drinking 
drivers and all other results of the 
manufacture and sale of liquor."

Her- 
bert Kelly, a member of the staff of this paper for a 
number of years, is now In Germany, and in articles 
sent back reveals the adoration which Germans be- 
stow upon Hitler. Mr. Kelly saw great crowds con- 
gregate for no other reason than the fact that the 
word was whispered around that Hitler was in the 
neighborhood, and he has seen people wait for hours 
just to obtain a glance of him. 


The fears that have been oppressed so frequently 


perhaps are overdrawn. Responsibility has its sober- 
ing effect, and Hitler has not been near the fire- 
brand he was prior to assuming office. He Is able to 
report some Improvement in the economic position of 
Germany, but for that matter, improvement is gen- 
eral throughout Europe, and it has been no more 
pronounced In Germany, if as much so, as it has in 
the British Isles. But even the slightest ray of sun- 
shine after the dark and distressing experiences of 
recent years adds greatly to the luster of Hitler and 
his policies, and the unanimity showed in the Ger- 
man election probably reflects the facts.

urban opposition to the Roosevelt farm program. Led 
by Medill McCormick, publisher of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, and by the editor of the Chicago Journal of 
Commerce, the farm program has been under heavy 
fire, and in many instances, unfair criticism.

For years be- 
fore the collapse came, the people within the cities 
lived In a dangerous paradise. They were busy and 
occupied. They were enjoying high wages and sal- questionable whether the legislature improved the sit- 


FEARFUL AND WONDERFU* "TAX RELIEF." 


WHEN politicians in a lawmaking assemblage 


start in to overhaul the taxation system they 


generally make a mess of it. Some of the enactments 
passed in Nebraska last winter are no exception to 
that rule. 


If one may be permitted the liberty of an old- 


fashioned Irish bull, it would take a Philadelphia 
lawyer to solve the Chinese puzzle contained in some 
of this legislation, put through ostensibly to help the 
taxpayers and particular the farmers of the state. 


Take, for instance, the acts changing the date of 


delinquency for real estate and personal taxes and 
allowing their payment in two installments several 
months apart. The wise men who drafted these stat- 
utes put in so many different provisions that no or- 
dinary citizen can figure out exactly what they mean, 
and even the lawyers disagree as to some of their 
terms^. 


However, as interpreted by the attorney general's 


office, the new laws provide that the first half of 
real estate taxes may be paid March 1, and the sec- 
ond half on August 1, of the year following the levy. 
The second half draws Interest as delinquent taxes at 
7 per cent. If the first half be not paid by March I, 
the entire amount is deemed delinquent and draws 
interest. 


For some unknown reason, different dates were 


fixed for personal tax delinquencies and payments. 
The first half is to be paid by December 1 and the 
second half by July 1 of the following year. Interest 
on overdue installments is 7 per cent, the same as 
on real estate. 


The old law allowed until May 1 of the year after 


real estate taxes were assessed until they became de-

linquent, and they had to be paid all at once. It 


arles. They were unmindful that the fanner was 
fighting a desperate battle, and a losing battle, and 
it was not until he no longer could purchase necessi- 
ties, to say nothing of luxuries, that the true situa- 
tion revealed itself. 


It will be recalled that at one time the late Cal- 


vin Coolidge in describing this transition in American 
life declared the United States had passed from a 
rural and an agricultural republic to an industrial 
democracy.

Of course, it 
is going to cost more to live in the cities as a result 
of these processing taxes on farm commodities. It Is 
going to cost more for food and for clothing. But the 
far-sighted urban, dweller, cognizant of the crisis 
which arose, should be convinced of the folly and 
the extreme danger of pursuing a course which ex- 
ploited, and nearly destroyed the markets, the best 
markets, which the American factories possess. He 
should be glad to pay higher prices for his sacrifice 
in the next year in rebuilding the purchasing power 
of the farm through better prices for commodities 
produced on the soil which would mean the ultimate 
and permanent salvation for the cities and the peo- 
ple living within them. 


An appeal to class consciousness, and that is what 


the Chicago Tribune and the Chicago Journal of 
Commerce have been making, may disrupt and de- 
stroy. This should be a united nation; it should 
recognize the mistakes that were made and honestly 
set about to correct them, regardless of the sacrifice 
entailed. There should be an appreciation that un- 
less the farm, and the farm people, embracing as 
they do a third of the total population of America, 
are restored to a position of economic soundness, 
there can be no recovery of a permanent character. 
Certain misguided farming elements have complained 
of provisions of the Roosevelt program because they 
said it intensified their plight. Certain misguided 
groups to the dtles are criticising the Roosevelt farm 
program became they insist It Increases the cost of 
living. Both overlook the vast scope of the steps be- 
ing taken. Both Ignore the fact that trncle Sam has 
been very sick, that drastic measures were necessary, 
that progress Is being made and win continue In the 
face of sniping. 


The goal Is the rehabilitation of America. No 


group, no class, no individual will escape the necessi- 
ty of sacrifice for the accumulated sins of the na- 
tional recklessness of a few years ago.

date two months, splitting the tax in two, and charg- 
ing interest on the second half. March 1 is about 
the poorest time of the whole year for a farmer to 
pay taxes. It is the date when his income is at low 
ebb, when annual settlements are made between land- 
lords and tenants, when cash is needed to begin 
seasonal operations, and In many cases when mort- 
gage installments of principal or interest fall due. 


If the farmer doesn't cough up half his taxes on 


the inconvenient date of March 1, he has to pay 7 
per cent interest on the entire amount thereafter, 
where the old law gave him two months more grace 
without interest. 


The legislature caused an entirely unnecessary mix- 


up on payment of city taxes in Lincoln by attempt- 
ing to set March 1 and September 1 as the due-dates 
for the two installments, instead of December 1 and 
June 1 as the home rule city charter specifies. But 
the city attorney's office holds this provision ineffec- 
tive on toe ground that the legislature had no au- 
thority to make the change. The poor taxpayer 
doesn't know what to do about It.

Against 
this play. Mr. Gottlief found it pos- 
sible to make but 11 tricks, and 
the most careful analysis, even 
with all the hands exposed dis- 
closes that he won every trick that 
was possible. 
The actual play was as follows: 
West's opening lead was won in 
dummy with the six. and Mr. Gott- 
lieb then led a small club, ruffing 
in his own hand with the ace. He 
next laid down the queen of spades, 
which held the trick, and then fol- 
lowed with two rounds of hearts, 
but the third round of hearts was 
ruffed by the west player and over- 
ruffed in dummy, and now Mr. 
Gottlieb could see that the only 
possibility of making his contract 
was to find a way of limiting his 
diamond losers to one trick. He 
then led the diamond ten. which 
west won with the queen, and the 
contract was defeated 1 trick. 
Assume, as I have said, that the 
heart queen and heart ten wire 
reversed providing an additional 
entry into the north hand, then 
Mr. Gottlieb would have made his 
slam against any lead, the trump 
tead not exceptcd.

| U.S. Envoy Warns

VIENNA, Nov. 14— </P) —United 
States Minister Earle warned today 
that American sympathy for Austria 
would be immediately forfeited if 
this country goes anti-Semitic. 


The diplomat 
said the 
United 
States looked sympathetically upon 
Austria's growth and independence 
and is anxious to help Austria in 
every way. but he cautioned against 
anti-Semitism. 


"Ninety-five per cent of all the 
Americans," he said, "are either 
fugitives from persecution or de- 
scendants of people who crossed the 
ocean because of religious or racial 
persecution. They cannot co-operate 
sympathetically 
with 
a country 


where people are persecuted on ac- 
count of birth." 


He told newspapermen that 
he 
had communicated this 
friendly 
warning to representatives in all

provinces of Austria during his rec- ^r 
ent motor tour and said: "I was as- 
sured that there was politically no 
anti-Semitism anywhere in Austria 
except Vienna." 


Earle said he found Chancellor 
Dollfuss "popular throughout the 
country" and that the chief prob- 
lem everywhere was economics — 
how to dispose of Austria's products, 
particularly timber.

Accidents Can Be Prevented; Says 
Care Needed To Reduce Death Rate 


Despite the increasing number of 


fatal automobile accidents, people 
in cities, to a large proportion, do 
not want traffic law enforcement. 
This was one of the salient points 
brought out by Burton C. Marsh, 
director of safety and traffic man- 
ager for the American Automobile 
association, at the meeting of the 
advisory board of accident preven- 
tion at the chamber of commerce 
Monday afternoon. 
"I believe the reason is that the 
Individual does not realize the close 
connection between accidents and 
violation," Mr. Marsh said, "but 
surveys in a number of cities show 
that there is a decided connection. 
In 1933, fatal accidents are on the 
Increase," he added.

dents are unavoidable and nothing 
can be done to prevent them, Mr. 
Marsh said, but analysis of the data 
serves to show otherwise. 
Comparing the auto death rate, 
by age groups, Mr. Marsh quoted 
that the age period from 5 to 9 
shows a decrease of 8 per cent, and 
from 9 to 15 years an increase of 
only 15 per cent. This Is due, he 
stated, to the incessant educational 
program that has been earned on 
in schools on safety measures. In 
all age groups above 15 years the 
auto death percentage 
increases 
from 103 to 173 per cent. 
Among commercial fleets, through 
training and discipline of drivers 
and improvement of equipment the 
accident fatality rate has been re- 
duced. Mr. Marsh pointed out that 
a study of fatalities in cities where 
rigorous and systematic inspection 
of automobiles and law enforcement 
have been in effect, the trend of 
the number of accidents has been 
down. 


"The young driver is the cause of 
the biggest percentage of accidents," 
Mr. Marsh said, "and must be edu- 
cated to a sense of responsibility 
through the schools." Accidents can 
be prevented, he believes. 
Nearly all phases of accident pre- 
vention were taken up by the meet- 
ing which took the form of Mr. 
Marsh's answering questions from 
the council. 
The element of speed as a factor 
In causing accidents is a basic one, 
Mr. Marsh said. "The severity of 
accidents is caused by excessive 
speed mixed with a very little bit of 
other factors," he said, but pointed 
out that with the improvement of 
automotive equipment, cars can be 
controlled much more readily than 
a few years ago. 


A point that came up for full 
discussion was the establishment 
and effect of inspection and testing 
stations for brakes and lights. Asked 
about the merits of the municipal 
station and the privately owned 
stations under city regulation. Mr. 
Marsh stated that the main objec- 
tion to a municipal station was that 
it duplicated at a considerable cost, 
the functions of stations already 
operating. "But unless authorized 
stations are properly supervised, a 
bad situation results."

unloosed a bitter denunciation of 
the committee's activities yesterday 
as the investigation was resumed. 
He said he would "blow the lid off 
this investigation" and accused the 
committee of "covering up for the 
rat 
from Louisiana who sent Sen- 
ator Howell to his grave." Holland 
turned toward Long when he made 
the last statement. 
Connally Called "Yellow." 


The committee, represented by 
Senators 
Logan, Kentucky, and 
Thomas, Utah, both democrats, was 
augmented today by the chairman, 
Senator Tom Connally, democrat, 
Texas, who was accused of being 
"yellow" by Investigator Holland. 
In Austin last night Senator Con- 
nally said Holland's charges were 
"absurd." He denied he hoped to 
"sneak in when the investigation 
had got down to routine1' as was 
charged by the investigator. 
The hearing yesterday ended with 
Senator Long on the stand and he 
was expected to resume his testi- 
mony today. 
Bitter Attack On Logan. 
Senator Logan was charged by 
Holland with attempting to close the 
investigation without looking into 
the testimony that Holland and his 
staff had gathered. 


"You 
do not want 
testimony," 
shouted Holland. "You came here to 
close this case. I am not going to 
make suckers out of any more wit- 
nesses. I know I am nothing but a 
punk, but I uncovered all the e\i- 
dence in the Teapot Dome case but 
you do not want evidence." 


Holland charged that he was "bot- 
tled up in Washington for four 
months" and was not allowed to re- 
turn to Louisiana to continue his in- 
vestigation. 


Senator Howell. republican, Ne- 
braska, was the first chairman of 
the committee and held hearings in 
New Orleans last winter with an- 
other member of the 
committee, 
Senator Carey, republican Wyom- 
ing. Senator Howell died shortly af- 
ter-he returned to Washington and 
before he could submit his report 
to ths senate. 


NOTED SURGEON OF 


BERLIN KILLS HIS 
WIFE AND 
HIMSELF 


BERLIN, Nov. 14— (IP)— Prof. 


Arthur Wold Meyer, 48, chief sur- 
geon of the 
Weet End hospital, 
shot his wife and himself dead at 
their home today. Both died in- 
stantly. 


He was one of the best known 
surgeons in Germany and in 1929 
went to Italy to perform the suc- 
cessful operation on Mrs. Gene 
Tuney. wife of the former heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 
The reason for the double shoot- 
ing was not immediately explained.

Especially Asked In 
'Bundle Day* Drive. 


Urgent needs of the Red Cross 
thrift shop in the "bundle day" 
drive to be staged here Saturday by 
1,100 Lincoln Boy Scouts, are un- 
derwear for children, warm coats 
and sweaters for men, and all kinds 
of shoes, according to Red Cross of- 
ficials. Lincoln has been divided 
into 19 districts for the drive. 
Lincoln residents have been re- 
quested to begin getting bundles 
ready and to search attics and 
closets for 
garments no longer 
needed by th.e family but which may 
be used by the city's needy. Any 
kind of clothing is welcome. 
In the past month, 546 pairs of 


shoes have been repaired by shoe- 
makers who are being given work 
relief at the thrift shop. The total 
number of pairs of shoes repaired 
and rebuilt in the seven weeks the 
shop has been open this season is 
857. During the seven-week period, 
31,770 articles of clothing have been 
given to needy persons, or more 
than half as many garments as 
were given out during the entire 
winter and fall a year ago. 


The number of volunteers who 


have worked at the thrift shop so 
far this season is 125, and the time 
they donated is estimated as worth 
at least $1,800, according to Mrs. 
Max Armstrong, Red Cross secre- 
tary. In addition to volunteers, 34 
persons on relief have been given 
work in the shop. Two organizations 
which have collected garments for 
a rummage sale have turned the 
clothing over to the thrift shop 
without holding the sale.

II Duce made this announcement 
in a speech before the convention 
of. the national council of corpora- 
tions and said the council, as the 
chief body of the powerful corpora- 
tive system, must become a substi- 
tute for the chamber. 


He commented in his speech that 
the chamber had never pleased 
him. 


The reason that the proposed re- 


form will not be made immediate- 
ly is, he said, that there is insuffi- 
cient time before the 
election in 
March which, therefore, will take 
place in the customary fashion. 
Decadence of Socialism. 


Mussolini termed the rise of the 
corporative state as 
"coincident 
with the decadence of socialism." 
The new system, he said, was 


adaptable also to introduction into 
foreign countries but that its" adop- 
tion must be conditioned on three 
facts: 


1. The occurrence of revolution- 
ary ideas. 


2. The existence of a humanitar- 
ian form of government. 


3. The existence of a period of 
high tension. 
Europe, he stated, in referring to 
the present difficult economic and 
political situation, "could still pro- 
gress if it would display even the 
least possible quantity of co-opera- 
tion among its component nations."

CAN'T GET DRUNK 


ON NEW 3.2 BEER, 
DR. CARLSON FINDS 
CHICAGO, Nov. 14—(/P)—A four 
months test of beer drinkers was 
concluded today with the report by 
Dr. Anton J. Carlson, chairman of 
the 
physiology department of tha 
University of Chicago, that one can- 
not comfortably drink enough 
3 2 
beer to become intoxicated. 


Subjects of the tests ranged from 


19 to 60 years of age, weighed from 
100 to 233 pounds, representing every 
walk of life. They drank, under ob- 
servation, from two to sixteen 12- 
ounce bottles of legal beer in per- 
iods ranging from 15 minutes to 16 
hours. 


Dr. Carlson said tests were made 


of the amount of alcohol in 
the 
blood, of the effect of beer on ment- 
al and physical reactions, and gen- 
eral behavior. 


"People had to be forced to drink 


sufficient beer to exhibit the marked 
changes 
of 
behavior which at* 
classed as intoxication," said 
Dr. 
Carlson. "The forced drinking 
of 
large quantities was accompanied 
by such 
discomfort, nausea 
nnd 


vomiting as to make It highly im- 
probable tha tthe people would con- 
sume similar amounts voluntarily."

land in western Nebraska, which 
shows an average corn yield of 
more than half that of Cais county 
is eligible for only one-sixth as 
much in loans. 


"It's time we are finding out if 


the federal land bank is designed 
to help only western Iowa and 
eastern Nebraska or is going to 
show equal consideration to the en- 
tire territory it serves. 


Record of Production. 


"If the federal land bank will 


look into the 10-year production 
record of Cheyenne and other west- 
ern Nebraska counties there is no 
question but what we can get loans 
that will be of value to our farm- 
ers. As it is, the bank is approving 
loans of $10 per acre on property 
that already is mortgaged at $15 
or $20 per acre. 


"If that is the best they can do, 
then our farmers may as well for- 
get about the government as an 
agency of relief. What good is a 
government loan when it won't 
take care of the farmer's current 
indebtedness."
